CHAOt  IN  CHINA 

London   officially  and  WashinRton 
officially  may  have  a  thorough  under- 
standing of  the  situation    in  China, 
bnt  we  are  <|iiile  sure  very  few  people 
OBtsidc  of  ollii  iai   (  irdrs     in'  Creat 
Britain  and  the  L'nited  States  know 
very  much  about  the  Chinese  situation. 
But  the  fact  is  (piiic  apparent  that  the 
Occident,  of  which  China    with  its 
population  of  four  hundred  millions  Is 
the  major  part,  is  determined  to  free 
Itself  from    Occidental    political  in- 
fluence, and  that  the  situation  there* 
fore  must  be  very  delicately  handled 
if  serious  results  arc    to  be  avoided. 
British  and  American  naval  forces  are 
being  assembled  in  Chinese  waters, 
probablv  for  the  purpose  of  exercising 
a  certain  moral  effect  and  protecting 
British  subjects  and  American  citizens. 
If  ihc  two  great  Occidental  Powers 
continue  to  act  in  harmony,  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  the  unsettled  situa- 
tion in  Cliiiia  rcsiilting  in  a  world  ukIc 
conflagration,  a  contingency  thit  ap- 
pears to  be  dreaded   by  tomt  press 
commentators.

J'reniier  Bruce  spoke  m  Toronto 
aiid  Hanilton  on  fhe  subjecta  of  the 
p^ition  of  the  tin  u  Dominions 
within  the  Empire  and  the  necessity 
f4r  taking  measnrcs  for  the  defence  of 
the  Empire.  PrMinrr  King  would  not 
lM|{*e  approved  of  the  views  expressed 
hf  Premier  Bmee.  because  while  he 

sefnr-  Ii.i\e  some  extremely  \.Ttnir 
ideas  about  the  "autonomous  '  posi- 
tion of  the  Dominions,  he  .sees  no 
necessity  for  the  Dominions  taking

Pos- 
sibly some  former  U.C.C.  boys  who  read 
thi.s  article  may  be  able  to  irlentify  them. 
Another  young  master,  roni.-mporam 
with  Mr.  Leacock  and  Mr.  1  d^ar,  was 
present  principal  of  the  college.  Dr.

I'arkin.  i'hc  tenth  principal  of  Canada  s 
most  historic  school  possesses  a  sense  of 
hnmor  as  characteristic  as  his  energy,  initi- 
ative, scholarship  and  wide  vision.

"There  was  .-i  time,"  he  confesses,  "when 
1  did  not  credit  the  existence  of  an  em- 
bodied cviL  Today  1  have  learned  other- 
wise.

In  a  ^enes  ol  articles  in  The  University 
of  Toronto  Monthly,  the  University  Wom- 
en's Alumnae  Association  is  atten  ptin^;  to 
diaaias  vocational  opportunities  i  r  um 
veraity  women  trora  the  actual  successes  of 
women  in  the  world  of  alfatra.  The  first 
article,  by  Margaret  K,  Strong,  is  on  Miss 
Jessie  Harber,  dietitian  of  the  Women's 
Union,  who  did  not  make  detmite  plans  for 
her  future  work  untill  she  left  college. 

"In  these  days  of  professional  adjust- 
ment of  women.  It  is  not  unusual  for  a  girl 
to  complute  her  university  course  without 
having  made  any  definite  plans  regarding 
her  future  occupation,"  says  Miss  Strong. 
"An  interesting  example  of  this  Miss 
Jessie  Harber,  who  for  ili<-  past  six  v(ars 
has  been  dieliti.iii  of  (lie  V\  oiiirii  .s  L  iiion 
of  Uuiversity  Cpilcge.  ^n  an  uudcrgruliii-, 
ate.  Miss  Barber  was  a  student  in  Mot^rn 
Languages,  and  her  love  of  literatur. 
interest  in  people  have  been  furtlicr  di 
velrtped  since  graduation  l  y  wide  reading 
and  several  trips  ah'oad.  The  influence  of 
this  cultural  background  upon  her  profes- 
sional career  as  a  liomemakcr  cannot  be 
overlooked  in  any  account  of  her  work 
with  students  who  know  her  as  a  woman 
(St  nice  peneptioii  and  hap]>y  wit.

Almost  everyone  knows  that  gold  wa*  di'- 
covered  in  California  in  1840  Not  Iomk 
ago  Mr.  T    \\     Uirlard  .Iking  to  a 

meeting  of  mining  engineer,  m  London. 
In  the  course  of  his  address  he  told  the 
'fory  of  the  di.-icovery  of  gold  in  California. 
Ah  reported  in  The  Children's  .\cw»papcr, 
he  said.  ' 

In  the  middle  of  the  last  century  a  man 
named  Marshall  was  iHiildiig  a  sawmill  in 
California.  When  the  «..wniil|  I, ad  b.en 
I'liilt  be  ft.-und  that  the  lailrace  (the  channel 
in  which  the  water  runs  from  the  mill 
after  driving  the  wheel)  was  not  big  rnou«:i, 
so  he  opened  the  water-Rate  to  allow  the 
fill  stream  to  run  all  night.  The  n.xt 
morning  he  noticed  some  bright  flaLci  of 
mineral  lying  on  the  flat  stonat.
